Qui  vifum  vita?n  dat .  Cic. 

THE  infinitely  wife  Author  of  nature,  hath  afligned  to  the  eye  and 
to  the  ear,  the  mod  ufeful  and  mod  important  offices  of  life  :  the 
ftru&ure  of  thofe  delicately  tender  organs  is  fo  exquifitely  minute, 
the  mechanil'm  and  properties  of  their  various  parts  fo  admirably  curious, 
that  they  may  be  (tiled  with  propriety,  the  miracles  of  nature  !  The  great 
variety  of  dangers  and  difeafes,  manifeft  and  occult,  to  which  the  precious 
fenfes  of  the  fight  and  hearing  are  expofed,  the  narrow  capacity  of  the  hu¬ 
man  mind,  the  little  attention  that  hitherto  has  been  paid  to  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  this  noble  (cience,  and  fo  few  properly  qualified  have  engaged  in 
its  practice,  that  to  ftudy  it  in  any  degree  fuitable  to  its  importance,  is 
full  bufinels  for  even  an  Antedeluvian  life  ! 

The  royal  Pfitlmift,  when  with  reverence  he  enquired  into  the  ftrudture 
and  ufes  of  the  pai*ts  of  the  human  body  in  general — and  confidered  the 

nature,  &c.  of  the  heavenly  luminaries,  exclaimed  with  aftoniffiment. - . 

<(  fearfully  and  wonderfully  am  I  made - in  wifdom  haft  thou  made 

“  them  all  !’*  How  much  more  noble  the  contemplation  of  thofe  mafter- 
pieces  of  the  fyftem  the  eye  and  the  ear  !  and  of  thofe  fublimely  elevating 
lubje<fts  neceftarily  connected  with  them—  namely  light  and  found  !  fubjedls 
inexhauftable — capable  of  furniffiing  new  arguments  of  praife  and  admira¬ 
tion  in  every  future  ftate  of  exiftence  !  Indeed,  the  more  accurately  we 
fearch  into  the  ftru<fture  of  the  eye  and  ear,  and  into  the  nature  and  pro¬ 
perties  of  light  and  of  found,  the  ftronger  marks  of  divine  wifdom  are  dis¬ 
covered — attaining  at  the  fame  time,  the  grand  end  of  all  literary  purfuits 
—the  elevation  of  the  mind  ;  and  that  too  accompanied  with  the  moffc 
becoming  and  mod  acceptable  of  all  its  difpofitions,  namely,  humility  r 
here  fcience  and  admiration,  aftoniffiment  and  pleaffire,  fweetly  uniting, 
mult  occupy  and  expand  the  mind,  whilft  the  fweet  incenfe  of  humility 
and  love  afcends  pure  and  acceptable  to  the  eternal  fountain  of  light — to 
the  throne  of  the  Grea  r  Artist!!! 

The  iuellimable  bleffiiig,  and  great  advantages,  which  attend  a  perfetf: 
enjoyment  of  the  fight  and  hearing,  are  obvious  to  all ;  but  the  deplora¬ 
ble  and  truly  pitiable  condition  of  the  blind  and  deaf,  is  attended  vVith 
fuch  folitary  difcomfort;  fach  gloomy  ideas,  with  fuclj  dread,  anxiety,  and 
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conftant  uneafinefs  of  mind,  as  no  one  can  be  truly  fenfible  of,  who  has 
not  in  fome  meafure  experienced  it  himfelf.  How  noble  therefore,  how 
deferving  of  the  niceft  cultivation  mult  that  art  be,  that  can  reftore  fight 
to  the  blind!  hearing  to  the  deaf!  and  keep  in  order  the  Ipiings  of 
thofe  mafter  pieces  of  creative  wildom  !  That  art  mult  needs  be  divine, 
becaufe,  thus  aflijied,  the  focial  endearments  of  l’ociety  died  their  benign 
influence  on  the  heart,  while  the  wonders  of  nature  and  of  art,  opening  on 
the  mind,  expand  it  with  the  molt  exalted  upprehenfions  of  ALMIGHTY 
GOD! 

It  is  much  to  be  lamented  that,  in  this  enlightened  age,  the  methods 
of  treating  the  diforders  of  thefe  mod  important  organs,  the  eye  and  rar, 
have  not  received  their  flu  re  of  advantage  among  modern  medical  im¬ 
provements,  How  ftrange  !  that  thole  branches  of  a  profeflion,  whofc 
objedts,  feeing  and  hearing,  are  fo  important — fo  eflentiai  to  happineis — 
fo  neceflary  fometimes  to  the  prelervation  of  the  whole  body, — andv 
fo  far  fuperior  to  all  the  other  organic  lenfes,  as  to  approach  nearly  to 
the  faculty  of  fpirit  icfelf,  fliould  be  lb  much  neglected,  as  in  truth  they 
have  been  ! — That  it  really  is  fo,  the  dark  and  lolitary  date  of  too  many 
of  our  fellow  creatures  too  plainly  teftify  ! 

This  branch  of  fcience,  then,  being  fo  much  negledted  and  fo  little  un¬ 
derflood,  is  it  a  greater  proof  of  difficulty  in  the  art,  or  of  fopineneis  in 
its  profeflors  ?  Here,  indeed,  we  mult  confels  that  the  fountain  of  know¬ 
ledge  is  deep,  and  its  ftreams  many  and  intricate  :  the  angel  of  enquiry 

muft  trouble  the  waters” — the  watchful  eye  muft  obferve,  and  the  laga» 
cious  mind  mult  be  open,  before  their  healing  virtues  can  be  exerted. 

But  the  bufinefs  of  an  oculift  and  aurilt  is  laid  to  be  diftindt  and  indepen¬ 
dent  of  the  general  pradtice  of  phyfic  and  forgery  ;  when  the  author  of 
thefe  lines  confiders  the  methods  after  which  the  difeafes  of  thofe  exqui- 
fitely  delicate  organs,  are  generally  treated,  he  is  inclined  to  foblcribe 
the  opinion  :  for  the  ly ringing,  and  the  oils— the  acrid  eye- waters,  the 
ointments  and  the  hot  poultices,  by  their  irritating  of  relaxing,  by  their 
weight  and  preffore,  aie  far  more  likely  to  bring  weaknels  and  difeafe 
on  a  found  ear  or  eyey  than  to  remove  the  maladies  to  which  thefe  preci¬ 
ous  organs  are  moll  liable.  When  the  principles  they  go  upon  are  funda¬ 
mentally  wrong. — is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  their  effedts  are  too  often  di(- 
mally  pernicious  l  But,  let  cenfore  be  tempered  with  candour.  If,  in¬ 
deed,  we  confider  the  curious  nervous  complexity  of  the  parts — minute 
organization — occult  fltuation— exceeding  irritability — the  ufes  and  depend- 
ance  of  each  part  on  the  whole — we  may  lament,  but  will  no  longer 
wonder  at  the  little  foccels  which  has  attended  the  attempts  of  even  the 
moll  celebrated  modern  practitioners. 

To  underftand,  and  to  form  juft  and  adequate  ideas  of  the  theory,  it  ifc 
neceflary,  as  has  been  before  obferved,  that  we  fliould  have  ftudied  regu¬ 
larly  the  ftrudlure  and  difeafes  of  the  buman-bodv  in  general ;  and  before 
we  become  ufeful  and  expert  in  the  bufinefs  of  an  oculift  or  aurift,  our 
pradlice  muft  have  been  extenflve,  and  our  obfervations  accurate :  as  to 
manual  operations,  eale  and  dexterity  can  only  be  attained,  as  in  every 
thing  elfo,  by  operating  daily,  for  many  years,  and  on  perfons  of  every 
rank. 
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*  True  it  is,  that  the  office  of  an  oculid  and  aurift  is  as  difficult  as  it  is 
important:  to  fill  either  character  ufefully  and  honourably,  it  is  indifpen- 
fibly  necelfary  that  he  fliould  have  regularly  ftudied  the  anatomy  and  dif- 
feafes  of  the  human  body  in  general.  What  pity  therefore,  that  fo  fmali 
a  number  of  regular  phyficians  and  confcientious  men  have  ventured  to  dep 
out  of  the  regular  trammels  to  ftudy  and  to  improve  any  one  branch  of  the 
profellion — these,  particularly,  the  mod  importantr-r-the  mod  God¬ 
like  !  Till  this  method  be  more  univerfally  countenanced  and  adopted— 
it  requires,  but  little  of  the  fpirit  of  prophecy  to  foretel,  that  the  medical 
difcoveries  and  improvements  mod  wanted  and  mod  defirable,  will  be 
very  few  and  very  circumfcribed.  From  a  man  engaged  in  the  general 
practice  of  phyfic,  of  furgery,  and  of  pharmacy  ;  and,  moreover,  fettered 
perhaps  and  abforbed  in  the  futility  and  mid  of  falhionable  didipation, 
what,  alas  !  can  be  expected  !  May  ignorant  and  unprincipled  wretches* 
who  puffing  and  poding  like  lightning  from  place  to  place,  pretend  to 
give  light  and  found,  but  who  like  lightning  too,  blad  and  dedroy 
wherever  they  pafs*  and  whoever  they  touch  ;  may  the  number  of  fuch 
be  fmali — may  their  fnares  be  avoided-— or  may  the  lofs  of  money  alone 
be  the  misfortune  of  their  unhappy  patients  ! — Blit  may  the  number  of  li¬ 
beral  men,  who  fiiall  confine  their  dudies  and  practice  to  difeales  of  the 
fame  clals,  or  of  a  fingle  part,  fad  encreafe !  and  may  excentric  medical 
geniufes  arife,  who  like  light  fhall  with  velocity  proceed  in  one  draight 
direction — like  light  too,  cheating  and  illuminating  the  dark  and  gloomy 
regions  and  habitations  of  fcience  and  of  men  !

TO  the  Inhabitants  of  Great  Britain,  particularly  to  thofe  redding* 
in  this  great  metropolis  of  the  Biitilh  empire — Dr.,  Graham,

five  and  more  fuccefsful  than  that  of  any  other  practitioner  inEurope,  direct 
his  judgment,  he  thus  publicly  pledges  himfelf,  that  candour  and  courtely 
fhall  at  all  times  controul  his  opinion. — Never  neglecting  the  poor, 
fcoriiing  to  make  a  property  of  the  rich,  or  to  prey  on  the  credulous, 
his  beft  abilities  fhall  always  be  exerted  to  ferve  every  individual  who  may 
$»nour  him  with  their  confidence.

That  there  are  at  prelent  feveral  gentlemen  who  practife  in  diforders  of 
the  eye  and  ear,  whofe  principles  and  abilities  are  at  once  an  honor  to

Graham  wiflies  to  pay  due  regard  to  his  duty  and  to  his  true  and  lading 
intereft :  he  is  determined  not  to  facrifice  the  approbation  of  his  own 
mind,  nor  to  forfeit  the  efteem  of  difcerning  men— to  prefent  emolument, 
or  to  popular  applaufe:  no — he  means  to  gain  public  favoui  and  confix 
dence  by  acting  on  catholic  principles  and  living  to  the  public  good ;

Indeed  the  great  and  lading 
Cures  he  daily  performs,  are  far  better  teftimonies  of  his  fkill,  and  pro¬ 
moters  of  his  intereft,  than  any  thing  elle  he  could  advance;  he  therefore 
prefumes  not  farther  to  urge  aught  in  bis  own  behalf,  depending  on  the 
experienced  benevolence  of  the  public  for  a  continuance  of  confidence)  and 
for  luch  a  meafure  of  favour  as  his  future  conduft  and  performances  may 
be  thought  to  defer ve.

The 
number  of  blind  and  deaf  that  he  has  rellored  to  fight  and  hearing  in  e- 
very  place  he  has  prattled,  is  too  well  known  and  too  well  authenticated  to 
he  doubted.  But  to  deferibe  every  cafe,  and  to  record  every  cure,  would* 
be  to  compile  volumes:  let  it  fuffice  to  mention  only  a  very  Jew— but 
thofe  few  fiiall  he  among  the  number  he  has  performed  fince  his  return  to 
England,  ashy  that  means  every  one  will  eafily  have  it  in  his  power  to  enr

Mr.  HADDEN,  at  Mr.  Skidmore’s  No.  5,  Eagle-ftreet,  Red-Iyon- 
fquare,  was  for  ibme  time  rendered  unfit  for  bufinefs,  aad  tormented  with 
pain,  by  a  violent  inflammation  in  his  eyes,  being  under  great  apprehen¬
